Joseph, tlio chief of tbo Nos Pei-cea, 
is a renowned -warrior. He fought a 
bloody -war with the United States last 
year and behaved himself like a hero 
and a ChriHtiiin gentleman. He -would 
not permit his warriors to hurt the wo- 
men or chiUlren of his foes; and ho 
spared the wounded .soldiers who full 
on the field of battle. He is an edu- 
cated chie£ A magnificent savage: We 
compliment liim -when -we say heisnot a 
civilized hero. In the North American 
Review for A\n-\\ there is an article 
written hy Josr.rii. Ho tell.s tlic story 
of his ])coi)le's wrongs in words that 
are full of fooling. Tlicy arc not the 
keen coinage of the mind; they come 
from ft heart crushed and torn by tlio 
vulgar, grasping civilization that has 
exterminated a iiersecuted race. The 
principles of human niiture and bro- 
therhood presented to civili/.cd readers 
l>y this lord of the wilderness may at- 
tract some attention from a small uu- 
nority; but the majority of the mon 
who can read cannot understand J osni'ii. 
l:lo loves liberty and his native land ; 
and he sighs on the grave of his father. 
But ten thousand snobs decorated " Uli 
glass diamond pins and bot.'"" go'*' rings 
will continue to oa!l him "a buck." 
Bucks and squaws! These are the ter- 
rible nauies invonted by border rulhans 
for the people tliey have persecuted. In 
many parts of the continent it is not a 
crime to murder "a buck" or butcher 
"a squaw;" and the white savages who 
perpetrate such outrages believe tlieni- 
selvcs to be a civilized, superior race. 
The eloquence of tlie kind lieartetl, gal- 
lant red man can never roach their 
black, bad hearts. The civilization 
that presides ix\ high places will pernut 
ruffianism to rule on tho border and 
the red man is doomed. The api)cal 
JosETii makes is elevated and noble — 
too beautiful to attract any attention 
from the scum of the earth wlio profit 
by the sorrows of his people. The mo- 
ney-worshippers will be astonished to 
hear Joseph say, "he loves the land 
that holds tlio ashes of his father." llis 
article published in tho N. A. Review 
will add to the nuinbor of his enemies. 
Ho has proved himself to be a man'of 
feeling elevated far above tho ma- 
jority of white men, and they will 
hate him more and more because he is 
"a high-toned savage." Hofer, Brian, 
Bruce and Tell were heroes. Tiiey 
loved liberty and their naTnes are im- 
mortal. Shall JosKi'ii's name be do- 
nied a place in tho temple of Fame be- 
cause he is not a white man? Ho loves 
liberty and his name may be preserved 
in some distant land where honor is 
still a guiding .star. Wo do not claim 
a place for a statue of Joseph in the 
chamber of horrors. The biography of 
tho man and tlie following extracts 
from llis article will show that he is en- 
titled to n place with the U])i»cr clas.s. 
He says : 

"I do not believe tliat the Great 
Spirit gave one kind of men tho right 
to tell another kind of men what they 
must do." 

"My father was a chief! I buried 
him in the valley of winding water.s. I 
love the land that holds his ashes more 
than all the rest of the world. A man 
who would not love his father's grave 
is worse than a wild animal." 

"The earth is the mother of all peo- 
])le, and all jieoplc .should have equal 
rights upon it." 

"You might as well e-Kpect the river 
to run backward as that any man who 
was born a free man should be con- 
tented when penned up and denied 
liberty of speech." 

"If you tie a horse to a stako, do you 
expect he will grow fat? If you pen 
an Indian on n small spiot of earth and 
compel idm to stay tliere, he will not 
be content'^d, nor will he gruw and 
prosper."

CITY OF aiTsdow jia.va: 

The liquidators of the C'ity of (lias- 
gow Bank issued on the 9th of liist 
month a statement of its affairs on the 
Slat of December last. The net liabil- 
ities over assets were .£6,100,000. To 
meet this the liquidators calculated that 
a call of £2,'?.[)Q per cent, in addition 
to tho .£500 already c.alled would be 
necessary. They accordingly issued the 
call for that amount, and made it pay- 
able on the 22nd of April. Any calls 
not paid by the day specified -will be 
charged five pur cent, interest. The 
shares that were liable for these calla 
amounted at first to the sum of £8i6,- 
4G-1-, and tho first call of X500 absorb- 
ed all tho means of G03 shareholdera 
holding je40 1,892. This leaves .£111,- 
572 liable to the terrible call of .£2,250 
per share, and all subsequent demands. 
It is expected that this last call along 
with the assets will pay all creditors in 
full, but it will be a good while before 
tho whole can be wound up. The dif- 
ferent payments are to be made at in- 
tervals — the last not till October, 1883. 
If a call of £500 por share hopelessly 
beggared G03 of the shareholders, we 
may fancy what ellect the one of £2,- 
250 will have upon the remainder. Wc 
suspect very few of the unfortunates 
will come out of tho dilHculty po.ssc.ss- 
ed of a single farthing. No one can 
feel otherwise than shocked at the con- 
templation of a ruin no complete and 
extensive.

Mr. Henry Whiteside, chief clerk in 
the customs at St. John, N.B., died on 
Saturday in his 71st year. Ho had 
been fifty years in tho Customs Dejiart- 
meut. 

jNlr. Ctesar McLeod, one of tho first 
pioneers of London township, died on 
Friday. He settled there in 1819 and 
remained till his death. 

A despatch, it is said, has been re- 
ceived from i\Ir. liangovin, announcing 
his departure from Englanil, and that 
tho Letellier matter has been referred 
to Can n flu. 

Tho gold excitement at iJelleville is 
increasing, and there is a considerable 
amount of travel from tho city to Ma- 
doc. It is re[)orted that anotlun- \ ery 
rich discovery has been made in the 
llichard.son gold mine. 



Irish ITo-ws. 



A sum of .£30,000 has been placed 
in the Bank of Ireland to tho credit of 
the Empress of Austria to meet the ex- 
penses of her two months' sojourn. 

There is cheering news for the work- 
ing classes of Limerick. jMost of the 
tenders from tlie Ijiiiierick Army 
t'lothing Factory, Edward street, for 
the supply of uniforms for the various 
regiments of the army, havti bcon ac- 
ceptetl. The order is one of the heavi- 
est obtained since tho extensive estab- 
lishment at Limerick passed from Sir 
Petor Tait, autl it moans work all the 
year round for some GOO girls and 
women and a considerable niinibor of 
operatives. 

Tho BcBooner "Jill," of St. Mary's, 
Isle of Man, Sunbury, master, from 
Tralee to Galiirciveen, with 15G tons of 
maize for Richard Jjatchford, reached 
the latter port after a lengthened and 
dangerous voyage, in the course of 
which she was driven somo liundred 
miles into the Atlantic, visited Scotland 
and circunnmvigated Ireland, being 
exactly seven weeks in trying to sail 
about GO ndles. The vessel left the 
Samphires, Trolee on tho Sth January, 
with four hands, and all went well un- 
til a gale sprung up from the south- 
east, which drove her far into the At- 
lantic. In three days a point about 
300 miles to the west of Troy was 
reached. Hero tho wind veered round 
to the north-west afterwards changing 
to the south-w-cst, and tlu; gallant little 
craft, after battling a week with the 
full fury of the Atlantic, found safety 
in Tubermoray, in the Highlands of 
Scotland. They remaineil at Tuber- 
moray a week, and then they sot sail 
around south, arriving at Cahircivcen 
nxactiv seven weeks after leaving Tra- 
lee. 

A conference of Irishmen, represent- 
ing thoHomelluleparty inScotland, has 
been convened for an early date in 
Glasgow to consider the action of tho 
party at tho next general election, and 
to decide upon a course of policy which 
should be pursued by Ilonu^ Jtulers all 
over tho country. In connection with 
this meeting the Glasgow Homo Eule 
Association make an appeal to the 
Scotch Liberals, in which they say: A 
crisis is at hand for your jtarty; aye 
for your nation. Seven vears of Torv 
rule niiiv j)i'o(liirr riot ami ruin. The 
Lilii rnl iiai-fy caniidt lie a iiiajoi-ity in 
Parliament against the will of tlu^ Irish 
nation. This is recognized by English 
Liberals, with the result of union ami 
victory in recent elections. Tins elfc- 
tion will see eight thousand Irish votes 
scoi-ed as one man. Home Hule seeks 
not to ili.-sturb the integrity of tho Imu- 
pire, but to obtain, by divisioiL of 
labor, good government iust(!ad of bad. 
Elect now whether it is to be peace or 
war between us, but do not come wliun 
it is too late asking, are we going to 
ruin the Liljcral interest. This appeal 
is to the Scottish Libera.l people, not to 
the iiHser.able Whig Loaders from whom 
we ask and expect nothing. You will 
have an opjjortunity of holding con- 
ference with our leaders, or, if you pre- 
fer it, hearing the public statement in 
their City Hall. The leading public 
men of Gla.sgow have been invited to 
attend.
